President Herbert Hoover said to­

Americans

couraged in their defense of the 
free world by the "vicious" anti- 
American 
propaganda 
w h i c h 
haunts even their friends. 
Noting that abu.se of Ihe United 
Stales has led to physical attacks 
on U.S 
citizens and officials in 
countries receiving l .S. help and 
cooperation. Hoover warned: 


“ FO R T Y Y E A R S AGO such at­ 
titudes contributed to the retreat 
of the American people behind a 
barbed-wire entanglement around 
the Western Hemisphere 
I have 
little fear of such a retreat today. 
But the danger signal is up " 
Hoover. 83. made his remarks 
in a statement prepared for de­ 
liver v by 
him 
on 
Independence 
Day as a special U 
S. envoy to 
the Brussels Exposition. 


HI 
SAID A M ER IC A is a vic­ 
tim of “ the false legends, misrep­ 
resentations 
and 
vicious 
propa­ 
ganda w h i c h haunt the f r e e 
world.” 
These “ misrepresentations" and 
the 
physical attacks" they have 


incited “ discourage the American 
people 
and 
increase 
opposition 
to cooperation with other nations 
in maintaining defense and in aid­ 
ing relief from poverty and want," 
Hoover declared. 


T H E 
F O R M ER 
President 
did 
not mention specific incidents. But 
his remarks recalled the recent 
attacks on Vice President Richard 
Nixon in South America. Leban­ 
ese rebel 
attacks 
on 
a 
U. 
S. 
hospital in Tripoli, and mob as­ 
saults in recent ^ears on U 
S. 
government buildings in the Mid­ 
dle 
East and Far East. 
“ We are often depicted as liv­ 
ing under the control of wicked 
men 
who exploit our economic 
life through gigantic 
trusts 
and 
huge 
corporation*. 
he 
said. 
“ They ate supposed to grind Ihe 
face» of the poor and to exploit 
other nations." 


B U T A L L THIS ignores that the 
United States has v igorous anti- 
¡ trust laws and zealously guards 
the principles of fair and o p e n 
competition. Hoover said. 
“ Probably the greatest misrep- 
. resentation of our ideals is that 


we are imperialistically • minded 
and that we daily practice imper­ 
ialism," he said. But he poiated to 
the freedom attained by Cuba and 
the Philippines and 
the 
Monroe 
Doctrine, “ whereby we have aid­ 
ed our Latin Ameritan neighbors 
to secure their freedom " 


"M O R EO V ER . IN 
IH E 
l a s t 
fortj years, invariably at the re­ 
quest of nations struggling against 
oppression or military aggression, 
our sons have fought and died in 
three great wars. They died that 
more 
freedom 
would 
eome 
to 
mankind and that the world might 
have a lasting peace." 
Not once after those wars, he 
said, has America asked “ for an 
acre of territory."

He ar­ 
rived in office by less than 400 
votes on the 1952 coattails of the 
President. But four years later 
Broyhill ran ahead of the Presi­ 
dent with 56 per cent of the Dis­ 
trict vote. 


BROYHILL TELLS me that 
this year he confidently expects 
to take as much as 66 per cent. 
He figures to score, he says, be­ 
cause be has fitted his efforts

District.

half of his constituents 
are Federal employes. Broyhill 
is well situated to be of help as 
a m em ber of the Post Office 
and Civil S en ice Committee.
